It prefages no {mall happinefs to our Society, to have the 
New Year opened, before the moft auguft Affembly, with this 
incomparable Ode, compofed by one of our worthy Members. 
To fhew all its Beauties would require Remarks extended to 
as great alength, as the longeft of Monfieur Dacier’s upon any 
Ode of Horace. But being confined to a narrow compafs, I 
fhall only point out fome of the principal Graces, and 
mult leave the re{ft to the obfervation of others. The whole 
firit Stanza is very fine, Where, toufe the Author’s own Words, 
all is pompous, allis gay: but the lait Verfe of it is fo particu- 
larly beautiful, that tho’ one change the order of the Words, 
and endeavour to reduce them to the profaic ftyle, yet they 
fhine with equal luitre as in the Verfe it velf: 

And put on in thy younger Face a look of Smiles. 
When this was read in the Society, Mr. Poppy could not for- 
bear breaking out into this poetic Rapture, ~ 

For this, great Bard, thou ought’ to wear the Crown, 

And in thy learned Brows a wreath of Bays put on. 

The Critics obferve concerning Lyrick Poetry, That it is a 
loofe and tree way of writing, which feems to defpife all fort 
of Method ; that it affects Tranficions Excurfions, and Di- 
gretfions, which appear to be made with no Art at all; that it 
neglects the connection of Sentences, and is much pleafed with 
frequent Exclamations. Thefe Rules are all exemplified in 
this Ode: and accordingly the 2d Stanza begins, Happy, happy, 
Britifh climes! which has no manner of dependance upon the 
fore-going, but might as well have been placed betore it, The 
excurfion to /hady Woods and filver Floods, &c. is admirable at 
this time of the Year; as will more fully appear from the Re- 
marks upon the 4th Stanza.

Fragrant the fertil Earth after oft Showers, is changed iato /oft- 
falling vernal Show'rs; and the charm of earliefi Birds, into Notes of warb- 
ling Birds, and feather’d Sor gfters pow'rs. And thy’ the air acd tutn of the 
thought are the fame in both Poems; yet the long-winded Epic is here 
happily contracted into the Lyric ftrain. But in one refpeé& the Epic 
Poet is infinitely out-done by the Lyric. For the former puts the'e words 
into the mouth of Adam, when he was retiring to his Bower with Eve ; 
who, as well as himfeif, had feveral of the objects then prefent to her Senfes, 
and perhaps had obftrved them aii that very Day. To ipeak of iuch things 
therefore was very obvious; and no more a proof of a Genius, than to 
talk of the goodnefs or badnefs of the Weather; which is generally done, 
when Perfons are at a lofs tor difcourfe. But our incompar:be Lyric, in 
the very depth of Winter, when we are all fhivering with Cold, by a re- 
prefentation very feafonadle on that account, entertains us with the united 
charms of Spring, Summer, and Autumn. As there is a great affinity 
betwixt Poetry and Painting, this gives us a fenfible pleafure, not umike 
that which we fhould take in viewing in rhe coldeft weather fome fine 
Landskip, in which the delights of the Country in the vernal, fummer, or au- 
tumnal Seafons, are reprefented by an artful Hand. A Poet of amore timorous 
Genius would have taken great pains to have introduced the Seafons in 
their natural order, or juft touched upon the pleafures of each. But cur 
_ Author has no fooner mounted his Pegafus, but in defpite of bad ways 
and weather, rides immediately into the Country, where he meets with 
Shady Woods, filver Floods, breathing Flowers, vernal Showers, Gc. 
And if a Gardener, who by artificial heat produces Fruits or Flowers 
‘out of Scafon, is admired as an extraordinary Aruft; by parity of Reafon, 
is not that Poet worthy of our Admiration, who from the fole heat of 
his Fancy prefents us with eftival Flowers upon New Years Day? 

Andas this laft Stanza is imitated from ohn Milton: fo the laft Air isa fine 
imitation of that celebrated Lyric Poet Fohn Hopkins; who in his Vertion 
of Pf, LXXXV. to. has thee Leautiful Lines: 


For truth and mercy there fall meet, 
in one to take their place: 

And peace fhall juftice with kifs greet ; 
and there they fhall embrace. 

But as according tothe Proverb, All is well that ends well, our Author, 
like orher asttul Writers, has referved his fineft thoughts and numbers for 
the Chorus, in order to ftrike the Imagination, ard leave a lafting im- 
preflion upon the Aadience, This is fo inconceivably good, that I fhall 
not pretend to add any Remark, which would rather obfcure, than il- 
luftrate it. I fhall therefore only join in Chorus with him, and fing :
